DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information 
disclosure statement. 37 CFR 1.98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, 
or other information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 
A(1) states, "the list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be 
submitted in a separate paper." Therefore, unless the references have been 
cited by the examiner on form PTO-892, they have not been considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying 
out his invention. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
v\/hich applicant regards as the invention. 

2. Referring to claim 1 , the term "and/or" renders the claim indefinite because 
it is considered alternative language. 

3. Referring to claims 1 and 3, the term "warming unit" is misdescriptive and 
is defined in the specification as a "warning device". Furthermore, the unit is not 
warming the device. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 

U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 

Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Vinci (U.S. Patent 5,875,413). Vinci teaches the claimed invention as follows: 
power supply (Abstract), input button (102), pressure sensor (Abstract), warming 
unit (100), display unit (112), control unit (Abstract), the warming unit to warm 
user by sound, light, vibration or combination (304 and Column 13, Lines 55-57), 
and the modified threshold (Column 12, Lines 21-48).
